Though Holland has no quar­ 
ries, It has built beautiful buildings. 
As most people are aware, this Is the 
r**al land of “spotless towns. ’

Dutch housewife is us neat as a new 
pin, and her bouse Is In apple-pie 
«irder. 
The fb ors are scrubbed at 
le'sf once a day and are literally 
“clean enough to eat on." 
Lacking raw materials, Dutch ships 
have made it possible for factories to 
run, and Dutch enterprise has built 
up a world trad**. Holland has no coal 
to d rh e Its machinery, so that Is why 
the air blowing over that low country 
is made to pay toll by revolving the 
wings of the countless windmills that 
<b*t the land. 
As the “National Geo­ 
graphic Magazine points out:
